An implied threat that federal troops 
might intercede in the Red River 
bridge war in Oklahoma was made 
here Monday by Federal Judge Pol­ 
lock. 
Taking cognizance of the use of 
national guardsmen 
by Governor 
Murray, who challenges the author­ 
ity of what he terms "inferior fed­ 
eral courts,” Judge Pollock said. 
"The state militia Is not bigger 
than the regular army.” 
"I know of a case in Oklahoma 
w’here tile regular army was called 
out. It can be done again," the Jur­ 
ist declared. 
The judge refused to act at this 
time on the request of the Red River 
Bridge company for an injunction 
to close the Oklahoma-Texas free 
bridge across 
the Red 
river near 
Durant, Oklahoma, and to prevent 
interference by the state of Okla­ 
homa with the company’s toll span. 
Troops Arr Withdrawn 
A detachment of troops sent to 
the marial law zone at the free 
bridge to keep it open was recalled 
by Governor Murray late Monday, 
since no action was taken by Judge 
Pollock to 
interfere with 
traffic. 
The soldiers were placed on duty 
early Monday in 
advance of the 
court hearing. 
Judge Pollock told attorneys for 
the brige company and the states 
of Oklahoma and Texas to obtain 
a settlement In the state courts at 
Austin.

D R Y S AND W ETS JOLLY GOOD FELLOW S 
I From th e L iterary Digest) 
Some of the finest people in the world are wets. 
The concession comes from Dr. Daniel A. Poling, leader of the Allied 
Forces for Prohibition, whose articles of organization say that the ad­ 
vantages of teetotalism rest with the body, the pocket-book, the mind— 
not wuth the soul. 
Which means that the Allied Forces have divorced the Prohibition 
question from morals and religion, and are going to meet the earnest and 
sincere anri-Prohibitionists on their own grounds. 
It was Dr Poling, Dorothy Duca.s tells us In McCall's Magazine, who 
“decided to dispel the popular impression that the holier-than-thou spirit 
pervaded the Prohibition movement,” and she quotes him as saying: 
“Let us divorce Prohibition from religion and morals, and let us make 
it a business proposition. 
“We must get away from the idea that all of God s children are on our 
side, or that those* who are not on our side are not God’s children. 
"Some of the finest people in the world are on the other side. Many 
are honestly for temperance. We can discuss Prohibition calmly, without 
the brutality that condemns everything it can not confirm. 
“Prohibitionists have ignored the growing strength of the wet organiza­ 
tions. They have ignored the moral integrity of tile wets, or refused to 
believe it. They have refused to learn by the lessons which the wets have 
taught us 
For example, they have taught us to laugh, and now per­ 
haps we can use even that weapon against them.” 
Dr. Poling is editor of The Christian Herald, director of a philan­ 
thropic foundation, and former minister at the Marble Collegiate church 
In New York 
He has been a dry since his student days at Dallas college 
in Oregon. “In hts person he is friendly, vivid, and struck through with 
amazing energy. His proudest description of himself is that he is a 
regular fellow.” 
'Die Prohibition ranks are not divided. Miss Ducas writes. The pulpit 
will not lessen its ardor in the fight. The new organization is designed to 
meet attack from a specific direction. “Science and homiletics will go 
hand in hand to gain the battle.” 
Dr. Poling’s statement is heartily commended by the Philadelphia 
Record, whicli says, “it reveals a bigger man than many men now in the 
dry movement.”

Pittsburgh—After three years of 
work, the largest telescope mirror 
ever made entirely in the United 
States has now 
been completed 
here, and will be turned on the 
heavens within a month. This huge 
eye, 69 inches in diameter, only ex­ 
ceeded in size by two others in the 
world, was made from a two and a 
half ton disc of glass cast in Wash­ 
ington at the national bureau of 
standards. 
The laborious task of 
grinding it to a perfect curve, correct 
to a millionth of an inch, has been 
performed in the works of J. W. 
Fecker, Pittsburgh telescope maker. 
At the first annual assembly of 
amateur astronomers and telescope 
makers of the Middle Atlantic states, 
held under the auspices of the Pitts­ 
burgh academy of science and art, 
the completed mirror was shown for 
the first time. 
Mr. Fecker stated 
that his men are rapidly bringing to 
a finish some of the smaller auxili­ 
ary mirrors that must be used with 
the big one in the telescope. These 
will be ready within thirty days, he 
expects, and 
then they 
will 
be 
mounted in the 69-inch reflecting 
telescope of the Perkins observatory 
of Ohio wesleyan 
university, 
at 
Delaware, Ohio. The American As­ 
tronomical society met at the Perk­ 
ins observatory from September 7 to 
9, and the new telescope was dedi­ 
cated at that time. 
Statistics of Glass 
When the blank disc was received 
from the bureau of standards in 
September 
1928, it was nearly 71 
inches in diameter. However, in re­ 
moving it from the form in which 
it was cast, several large pieces had 
been chipped from the edge. In or­ 
der to secure a clear surface it was 
necessary to reduce the size nearly 
two inches, and to remove about 
1.100 pounds of glass. 
In its com­ 
pleted form the mirror weighs 3,790 
pounds, and is IO 5-16 inches thick. 
As it is set up here, thousands of 
small air bubbles can be seen inside 
it, as well as numerous .striations, or 
regions of slightly different density. 
But a telescope mirror, unlike the 
usual looking-glass, is silvered on the 
front surface, and the glass acts 
merely as a support. 
Therefore, 
these irregularities will not affect 
the performance of the instrument. 
The glass has been ground to a 
concave shape. When in use, it will 
face the stars, and their light rays 
will be focussed on a smaller con­ 
caved mirror above it, which will re­ 
turn the rays, through a hole in the 
main mirror, to an eyepiece or pho­ 
tographic 
plate, 
depending 
on 
whether the telescope is being used 


at the Mt. Wilson observatory, in 
California, and the 72-inch, in the 
Dominion astrophysical observatory, 
Victoria. British Columbia. 
Both 
were made from French glass. The 
former was completed by Prof. G. W. 
Ritchey, in the Mt. Wilson shops at 
Pasadena, and the latter in the 
Pittsburgh shops, then operated by 
John 
A. 
Brashear, 
Mr. 
Fecker’s 
predecessor. 
In addition to the Fecker works, 
where many other large astronomi­ 
cal instruments have been made, the 
amateur astronomers visited the Al­ 
legheny observatory of the Univer­ 
sity of Pittsburgh. 
They also saw 
the Valley View observatory, built 
entirely by the members of the local 
group. Their telescope is a twelve- 
inch reflector.

water or distilled

tities, tends to dilute the urine and 
to dissolves its salts completely. 
Substances 
which 
Irritate 
the 
urinary tract, such as alcohol, pep­ 
pery and spiced foods and strong 
coffee, should be eliminated. 
Moderate exercise in the open air 
helps b u m up the body's fuels and 
prevent the formation of relatively 
insoluble waste products.
